EXPLANATION

This bill relates to revoking the driver®s license or motor
vehicle operating privileges of a person convicted of a
controlled substance related offense.

Under the bill, the court is no longer required to revoke
the driver™s license or operating privileges of a person
convicted of a controlled substance related offense in
violation of Code section 124.401, 124_401A, 124.402, 124.403,
or 126.3, or Code chapter 453B.

Current law requires the court to revoke the driver"s
license or operating privileges for 180 days, if the person is
convicted of a controlled substance related offense under any
of the preceding Code provisons.
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
